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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards after the draft finalized by the Foodgrains, 
Foodgrain Industries and Starches Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and Agriculture Division 
Council. 

Roasted bengal gram flour (Channa Sattu) is used extensively as snack food in some parts of the country. 
It is processed from whole or splits of mature and dried seeds obtained from the plant botanically known 
as Cicer Arietinum. It is prepared by roasting, preferably at a temperature of 150"C, grinding and sieving. 

In the preparation of this standard due consideration has been given to the provisions of the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Act, 1954 and the Rules framed thereunder. However, this standard is subject to the 
restrictions imposed under this Act, wherever applicable. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS 2:1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values {revised)'. The number of significant places retained 
in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

Roasted bengal gram flour {Channa Sattu) is yellowish 
in colour and possesses a characteristic taste and smell. 

4 REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 Roasted bengal gram flour {Channa Sattu) shall 
be free from insect and fungus infestation, rodent 
contamination and other extraneous matter. The 
material shall be free from added colouring matter. 

4.2 The material shall be free from KESARI DAL 
{Lathyrus Sativus) or its flour when tested according 
to the method prescribed in Appendix A of IS 2400. 

4.3 The particle size of the material should be such 
that, when sieved, no material is retained on 500 micron 
IS test sieve [see IS 460 (Part 1)] 

4.4 Roasted bengal gram {Channa Sattu) shall be 
manufactured in premises maintained under hygienic 
conditions {see IS 2491) 

4.5 The material shall also comply with the 
requirements given in Table 1. 

5 PACKING AND MARKING 

5.1 Packing 

The material shall be packed using any suitable food 
grade packing material having moisture barrier 
characteristics.
